Krassln is soviet Russia's biggest 
man today. 
He's a keen business 


man, 
a railway expert, a .subtle pro- 
pagandist, a bkilled englneer^and an 
electrical genius. 
His hand can be seen In every eco- 
nomic and commercial victory soviet 
Russia has won—and in some of the 
military ones. 
Krassln was born 
In Siberia in 


1870. 
His native town was on the 
route of parties of exiles being ban- 
ished to Siberia by the czar's govern- 
ment. 
Inspired! Hatred. 
It was the bight of these bands of 
ill-clad, starving exiles, driven for- 
ward by wjilps. that inspired in young 
KrasBln hatred of the czarist regime 
and turned him into a revolutionist. 
Krassin entered a Petrograd tech- 
nical school in 1887, but was expelled 
because 
of 
revolutionary 
activity. 
Later he was taken back and again 
expelled 
In 1894 he was placed under police 
surveillance as a dangerous revolu- 
tionist. He fled to Germany. 
As an engineer he entered the serv- 


ice of the Siemens-Shuekert com- 
pany, afflicted with the Allegmeine 
Elektrizitaetegesellschaft, 
world's 
greatest electrical trust. 
Krassln went back to Russia and 
established a branch of this electrical 
trust In Petrograd with himself as di- 
rector. 
Meanwhile he was aiding the 
Lenin group in fomenting the revolu- 
tion. 


It -was Krassin who induced the 
German to allow Lenin to 
travel 


from Switzerland through Germany 
to Russia, thus making possible the 
Bolshevist revolution.
